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This is a decision on the "APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.705(B)," filed February 28, 2006. 

The application for patent term adjustment under 37 CFR 1.705(b) is 
GRANTED TO THE EXTENT INDICATED HEREIN . 

The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 
154(b), mailed November 30, 2005, indicated a patent term 
adjustment (PTA) to date of 58 days. The issue fee payment' was 
timely received February 28, 2006. 

The correct Patent Term Adjustment ("PTA") at the time of the 
allowance is 162 days. The Office will adjust the PAIR screen to 
reflect that the Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) determination at 
the time of mailing of the instant letter reflects an adjustment 
of 162 days.

The correct reduction in connection with applicants' 
response to the Notice to File Missing Parts is 107 days in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(b). The reduction began September 16, 

2001, the day after the date that is three months after the date 
that the Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed, and ended 
December 31, 2001, the date a response to the Notice to File 
Missing Parts was filed. 

The adjustment of 508 days is further reduced 37 days in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.704(c)(7). The reduction began January 1, 2002, the 
day after the date that the reply containing the omission was 
filed, and ended February 6, 2002, the date a reply correcting the 
omission was filed. 

The adjustment of 508 days is further reduced nine days in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(c) (8). The reduction began February 7, 

2002, the day after the date that the reply was filed, and ended 
February 15, 2002, the date the supplemental reply was filed. 

The adjustment of 508 days is further reduced four days in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(b), as acknowledged by applicants. 

The adjustment of 508 days is further reduced 94 days in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.704(b), as acknowledged by applicants. 

The adjustment of 508 days is further reduced 95 days in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.704(b), as acknowledged by applicants. 

In view thereof, at the time of allowance, the application was 
entitled to an adjustment of 162 days.
